charters of certain of the District Banks.
Mr. DAVIS remarked that be had risen chiefly

to correct mi error. He had been informed than an
expression which fell from him the other day in the
debate respecting the batiks of this District had been
misunderstood. He hud expressed some surprisethat the Senator from Missouri (Mr. Benton)shouldcondemn the Bank of Washington because ii paidmete for it- bills, and gave him to understand it
was difficult to please one who was neither satisfiedwith nor without a redemption oi notes in specie..The Senator said this did not do justicc to his views,
lor he complained that the bank did not put out its
bills, and therefore hai nothing to redeem, and its
declaration was a mere pretension. Mr. D. in replysnid he well knew that, so far as regarded active
banking business, it was substantially a humbug.
By the use of this phrase, it had been supposed that
he concurred with the Senator in condemning the
course of the bank. Nothing could be further from
the truth, and he thought he explained himself so
fully at the time that no one could misaj prehend
him, for he afbrtned that the bank did all it could
do. It was its duty to redeem its bills, and it
had done so. This was just as it should be;
but he added further, that in the existing state of
things no bank pursuing this course could keep its
bills out, lor paper was less valuable than specie by
several per cent. The Bank of Washington could
not, therefore, Mtf< ly issue a dollar of its paper un¬
less it had a dollar of specie to r-rdeem it. No
bank could do business in that way without loss, for
if as much money must lie idle in the vaults a-s i*
equal to ail bill* afloat, the loss of interest is exactly
equal lollie gain,and nothing i.ltftlo indemnify for
ri^k or to defray expenses. The Bank of Warning-
ion had not, therefore, kept out lis bills, bec»u*« it
could not wot 1: impossibilities, and moreover it was
difficult to see how one as zealous for a specie circu¬
lation as the Senator, could be anxious to have a
bank withdraw it ftom Circulation, to give the pub¬
lic only dollar for dollar in paper. With his views,
one would think it better to nave the specie afloat
than to make this substitution ol paper. All this In-
had said, in substance,and supposed, of coutse, every
one would understand what lie meant by humbug I'
namely, that payment ol specie was, under such cit-
cunistuuces, merely nominal, as the bank could not
do business.
Now that he was up, he would add a few words

more in regard to this bank, for he thought remarks
tuijtist in their character had been made in relation
to it. Its embarrassments in 1834 had been adverted
to with great disapprobation, and urged as a reason
for withholding confidence ftom it, and refusing to
renew its charter. It was true it had b^en entbar-
rassed, but, he thought, even that could be explained,
w ithout leaving upon the corporation any stain ol
dishonorable reproach. He would, however, content
himself with looking at its subsequent condnct, and
see whether it afforded evidence that it possessed the
public confidence, and whether it had given proof
of a design rather to stand fair with the Public than
to make money. 1 had made no dividends for five
years ; not a farthiug had the stockholders received
(luring that time, but it had been sedulously employ¬
ed in repairing and restoring its credit. It then had
$-21,000 bf deposites; it now has #372,000.an
amount actually greater than its capital. He had
before him a statement of its alftirs, ihen and now,
both as to its liabilities and resources, by which it
was manifest that, by prudence and economy, it had
repaired its losses, and had justly entitled itsell to
the highconfidcnce ol the Pubic which it now pos¬
sessed. It was the last among the banks to suspend
payments, having redeemed over 840.000 of its cir¬
culation belore it yielded tothe pressure ol the times.
At the moment ol'suspension it had about ft 1.1,(*>0 ol
bills in circulation. This event occurred in May,
1*37, and, iu August following, it resumed the re¬
demption of its bills in gold and silver, having sus- jpenned for about three months. And, sir, there is^astriking fact connected with this, illustrative of the,
great confidence fell in the ability ol the bank. Dur
mg this period ofthree months, 11 went on, like other
banks, receiving i's bills in.paymenl ol debts, on de-
posite, and in exchange for the bills ol other banks;
and how much of their circulation, think you, came
in ? Did the holders of bills rush u|w>n them 1
Could those who owed the bank buy them up at a

heavy discount, and thus pay their debts 1 All it
was able to collect in, during that time, amounted to
abiut $8,000, leaving in circulation, when it resum¬
ed, over $35,000, which has sintfe been reduced to
$13 000, or to a nominal sum, lor it isprobwble most
ol this will never return. Is not this a triumphant
refutation of all the slanders about its having defraud-
ed the Public! lias it not forsaken its own imme¬
diate interest, and sacrificed all present advantages
to the stockholders to strengthen itsell 1 Has it not
promptly met its liabilities'! What ha* it omitted
to do which it ou^ht to have done, or what has it
done that it ought not to do 1 If any institution can

present itself* tth clc*n hands, does not this do it
If any institution can atone for losses or errors in
business, has not this done it 7 I' s'ands in no shape
wrong, unless we exact Impossibilities.
Mr I), said, having now done this act of justice

tothe Bank of Washington and its officers, he would
notice some misapprehensions which gentlemen,
labored under respecting the banks ia Massachusetts
lie then proceeded to show that, from the inaTtwr
of conducting business in that State, the hank* were

necessarily made the collectors of the bills «*t r.n h
other, and, when thus collected in, they were w uli-
drawn from circulation and exchanje, so that the
eitctilnfion, on paper, always appeared much larger
than it really was; for the bells thus held, on an

average, he considered as cancelling eaeh other in

the different banks. He then proceeded lo prove
from the returns taken iti this view, a- e .mpareit
with other Slates, that the banks of that State were

in a condition beyond disuust; and lie believed no

bank could complv with the laws of Ma^saehtwetts
and fail to be sound. The system was gu irdcd with
gieat caution, but frauds will sometimes occur.

NORTHEASTERN BOUNDARY QUESTION.
The following letter, from the Secretary of State to

a Senator of the United States from the State of Maine,
was read ill his place, on Tuesday last, by Mr. Fair-
rtKLU :

Department of State, May 2fi, 1838

Sir : I have had the honor to receive your letter of
the '.Mth inst and to.state in reply, that from the nego¬
tiation to which the British Government has been invit¬

ed, the President anticipates the establishment of a joint
commission with an umpire whose power will ho restrict¬
ed to the purposes of exploration and survey only,
without authority finally to decide upon the rightsof the
parties, as contemplated in the original American pro-
position. The suggestion* that have been made on

either side with resfiect to the mode of constituting the
cohiiliission, the principles upou which it is to act, and
the instructions to he given it, are to be discussed and
derided .upon as juiitice between the parlica and their
respective rights shall be deemed to require. The ob¬
ject of, the President in offering to make such arrange¬
ments, as you w ill see by .my note to Mr. Fox of the
Sith of April last, is to teat the correctness of the opi¬
nion of the Slate of Maine, " that the line described in

the treaty of 17*3 can be found and traced whenever
the Governments of the I'nmd Slates and Great Bri¬
tain sltall procted to make the requisite investigation,
with a piedisposition to effect the desired object."
